MATE was foaled in the year of Equipoise, Twenty Grand, Jamestown, Sweep 
All, Ladder, and others, and in his 2- and 3-year-old seasons was compelled 
to run against the best crop of horses of the century. At two he was unplaced 
but once, and won eight races and $58,650, including Champagne Stakes (de- 
feating Equipoise and Ladder), Breeders’ Futurity (defeating Pennate and 
Blind Bowboy), Spalding Lowe Jenkins Handicap, Walden Handicap (defeat- 
ing Sweep All and Twenty Grand). He was second by a nose in the Richard 
Johnson Stakes, was third to Equipoise and Twenty Grand in the Pimlico 
Futurity, and third in the Belmont Futurity. 

AT THREE Mate won seven races and $214,775, and was third by a few thou- 
sand dollars (to Top Flight and Twenty Grand) on the list of money-winning 
horses. He won the Preakness (beating Twenty Grand, Ladder, Equipoise, 
Clock Tower, etc.), American Derby (beating Pittsburger and Spanish Play, in 
track record time of 2:04 1-5), Classic Stakes (defeating Spanish Play and 
Twenty Grand in new track record time of 2:02 2-5), Kenner Stakes, Stanley 
Produce Stakes, Bowie and Thanksgiving Handicaps. He was second to Sun 
Beau in Hawthorne Gold Cup, third to Twenty Grand in Kentucky Derby in 
record time of 2:01 4-5, and third to Tambour and Tred Avon in Potomac 
Handicap, making heavy weight concessions. He was third in the Maryland 
Handicap, giving the winner |3 pounds. 

MATE also won, in America, the Challenger Invitation Purse and Thanksgiving 
Handicap. He was second in Bryan and O'Hara Memorial twice, second in 
Riggs, Washington Handicaps, and Whitney Gold Cup. He was third in Metro- 
politan, Brooklyn, Washington, Thanksgiving Handicaps, and in Wilson Stakes, 

Arlington Gold Cup, and Hawthorne Gold Cup. 

MATE. comes from a strong family. His fourth dam, Stella, is also fourth dam 
of Trigo (Derby, St. Leger, Irish St. Leger, etc.), and Athford (Doncaster 
Cup, Great Jubilee Handicap, etc.). 

IN America, Mate was in the money 48 times in 63 starts and won $297,860. 

IN his English campaign, Mate won the Challenge Stakes, was second in the 
Coronation Cup (carrying 132 pounds, giving the winner 3), second in the 
Ayrshire Handicap (giving the winner 29 pounds), third in the City and Sub- 
urban Handicap (carrying 130, giving 12 to the winner, 17 to second), third 
in the Duke of York Handicap (giving the winner 9, the second horse 8 
pounds). In England Mate earned 790 sovereigns, or about $3,950

CHANCE SUN was leading 2-year-old of his 
year, winning $83,985. He won the Futurity by 
four lengths, from a field including Balladier, 
Omaha, Good Gamble, Boxthorn, ete. He won the 
Grand Union Hotel Stakes by two lengths from 
Rosemont and others. Racing against older horses 
at two, he was second by a length to Deduce, 
ahead of Miss Merriment and Only One. He was 
favorite for the Kentucky Derby, but went wrong 
early in his 3-year-old year and could not be 
brought back to his best form.

He has but four crops 
to race, but these included PEACE CHANCE 
(Belmont Stakes), SOMEBODY (Yonkers Handi- 
cap), CHANCE LINE (Atlantic Stakes, Fort 
Worth Fall Handicap), CHANCEVIEW (Juvenile, 
Decoration Day Handicaps), INFANTRY (Fort 
Worth Fall Handicap), ete. 


SUNAIBI has produced but two other foals of 
racing age, including the winner GENAIBI. She 
was sister to the winners SUN MISSION (22 
races, including Bayview, Marianao Handicaps, 
Melrose Stakes). and SUN ENVOY, and the pro- 
ducer SUN MISS.

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Firing lron vs. Feedbox 


FEW years ago, when THE BLOOD-HORSE was 


in its infancy, its founder, Thomas B. Crom- 
well, sent out to a number of leading trainers, 


owners, and veterinarians a question: “Do you 
believe in the use of the firing iron? If so, why? 
If not, why? ...’”’ The responses were interest- 
ing, representing as they did the experience of 
some of the best horsemen in America. But the 
reader of those answers could have said, with 
Omar Khayyam, that he had 


heard great argument 
About it and about: but evermore 
Came out by the same door as in I went. 


The experiences and opinions of different horse- 
men were so varying that one wondered why the 
question as to the value of firing could not be 
answered with facts rather than with opinions. 
There was enough confusion to suggest that 
firing was a rather oblique way of approaching 
the problem of lameness, but was considered the 
only course open to horsemen faced with the 
necessity of ‘doing something.” 

There has been no change in the status of the 
firing iron riddle in recent years. Some horse- 
men still swear by it, others accept it if they 
must, others scorn it entirely. But perhaps we 
are a little nearer the conclusion of the unsatis- 
factory debate. 

In this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE is published 
the first part of an address made by Dr. D. M. 
Campbell at the recent annual meeting of the 
Horse and Mule Association of America. Dr. 
Campbell suggests that the lame horse which has 
been fired and blistered may have received no 
treatment for his trouble, and that his chance 
of recovery depends upon other factors altogeth- 
er. Dr. Campbell’s theory, based on his years of 
work in that field, is that most lameness has its 
origin in the feedbox, and that treatment must 
be administered through the same avenue. 

The address made by Dr. Campbell contains 
material of great interest to the Thoroughbred 
breeder, owner, and trainer. It includes a few 
words not in the working vocabulary of the aver- 
age horseman, but in general the layman will 
have no difficulty understanding the import. We 
hope that the entire address will be read by many 
breeders and others concerned with the welfare 


of the breed, to the end that they may give sym- 
pathetic understanding and willing cooperation 
toward the furtherance of the work on this vital 
problem. We are not asking that they jump to 
any conclusion, or that they resolve to make an 
immediate change in feeding methods. Research 
has not progressed far enough to make plain to 
every horseman what he should feed his animals, 
but it has gone far enough to demand the sus- 
tained interest of the horseman in a matter which 
eventually may be of great importance to him 


and to the breed of Thoroughbreds. 


Claiming 
OR the past three years THE BLOOD-HORSE has 
made an attempt to record, in tabulated form, 
the claims made on the recognized race courses 
in North America. At the beginning of that 
period an agitation was under way to curtail the 
amount of claiming. Among several good rea- 
sons for reducing the number of claims the chief 
reason was the fact that, while hundreds of own- 
ers scrambled over the possession of cheap 
platers, the yearling market was going without 
adequate attention, and breeders were conse- 
quently on the losing side of a strip poker game. 
As a result of the agitation, a rule was passed 
in most racing states, designed to limit the num- 
ber of claims by forcing the claimer to put a 25 
per cent higher valuation of the horse he took, 
or else keep him out of circulation for a month. 
Apparently this rule was partly effective, for con- 
daitions became more tolerable. But it is our opin- 
ion that it was the increasing prosperity of the 
sport and of the country in general which re- 
moved the claiming problem from public atten- 
tion, more than the 25 per cent rule. If the for- 
tunes of racing turn downward again, the prob- 
lem will still be with us, as far from a solution 
as ever—except that the present rule might be 
more effective on a declining market. Claiming 
has actually increased during the three-year 
period, and has increased in proportion to the 
number of races each year. It is still operating 
to cheapen the entire fabric of American racing. 
But what we started out to say was that, after 
the end of 1936, THE BLOOD-HORSE will cease to 
publish the weekly list of “claims at all tracks.” 
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A STUD FARM DIARY

ECEMBER 3. Have been filling up the entry 

blanks for the Pimlico and Narragansett 
Futurities today. We have 35 in-foal mares in 
each of them. The Maryland affair has an allow- 
ance of five pounds for a product of sire and dam 
that have produced no winners, three pounds if 
only one has produced a winner. The New Eng- 
land outfit has no such allowances. Warmer 
weather has followed the rains of yesterday and 
all the horses were glad to be out again this 
morning, running and kicking up their heels as 
they went out. Got the Newmarket final cata- 
logue today, a mere 1,200 entries to scan over, 
all to be sold in five days. One notes but one 
*Blenheim II mare in the sale, two mares in foal 
to this son of Blandford. Only four Blandford 
mares are offered. Like the works of a dead 
artist, horses improve in value when the parent 
stock is gone. 


DECEMBER 4. A correspondent from the Buck- 
eye State writes in relative to the case of the 
foal lost by another correspondent and mentioned 
here a couple of weeks ago. The gentleman 
stresses that the foal must have all of the dam’s 
milk for 60 hours, or it will “surely die of im- 
paction of the bowels.” This seems a bit strong 
to me, for, while the first milk of the dam cer- 
tainly has cathartic properties, yet many’s the 
time that I’ve watched mares run milk for days 
and days before foaling, and certainly there was 
none of that valuable first milk left. It has never 
bothered me, however, for the best regulator of 
the mare’s milk I ever saw is given through the 
feed. Since I used the specialty in question I 
have used but two enemata in some 75 foals 
born, the mares having the proper regularity of 
bowel actions and the same applying to their 
produce. 


DECEMBER 5. The veterinarian came and un- 
sexed two of the yearling colts which by their ac- 
tions had indicated that this sad operation was 
much needed. Little time was lost about it. A 
rope was plaited into the tails and passed over 
the stall wall with a couple of men to hold it 
tight; another man holds up the near fore leg 
and yet one more holds the head. In short order 
the scrotum was washed, the cut made, and the 
testes drawn out, the cord being emacerated by 
the instrument used for the purpose. The colts 
were very quiet and bothered little about the 
operation. Both were eating hay when I saw 
them a few minutes ago. 


DECEMBER 6. A pouring wet Sunday with every- 
thing indoors all day, for this has been a cold 
driving rain. Examined all the horses in their 
stalls this morning and found all thriving. One 
of the youngsters castrated yesterday started to 
bleed copiously late last night, and it was several 
hours before treatment was effective in arresting 
the hemorrhage. He seems to be getting along 
pretty well tonight, though it is noticeable that 
he is quite a bit below par. This is a very rare 
condition and it is the first I have seen at this 
farm in a large number of castrations. : 


DECEMBER 7. The weather turned very cold 
following yesterday’s rains. and tonight every- 
thing is well frozen over. We have had a couple 
of the farm men putting a cement floor into two 
stalls in a barn at the upper farm. These will be

used as feedrooms as the dirt floors offer too 
much attraction for the rats. The cement is 
poured into a foundation trench two feet deep and 
four inches wide around the edge of the stall in 
order that the rats will not burrow and make a 
harbor under the cement floor. Had a long chat 
today with an American breeder who has just 
returned from a visit to England and France. 
This gentleman reports that the breeding indus- 
try is booming and that the large amount of buy- 
ing being done by representatives of the Russian 
government has enabled a lot of breeders to dis- 
pose of stallions and mares at good prices. 


DECEMBER 8. After looking over all the stock 
this morning I took to the road for our annual 
mare hunting trip. A couple of other breeders, 
one newspaperman, and I struck north through 
Pennsylvania, headed for New Jersey, a more 
or less new territory, driving in bitterly cold 
weather. 


DECEMBER 9. Still traversing the hinterlands 
of Pennsylvania and Jersey. Weather cold but not 
at all unpleasant for driving, and the flat South 
Jersey terrain looked well and prosperous. Holed 
up for the night in the famous old horse town of 
Red Bank. Saw plenty of old friends and talked 
horse to a fill.

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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 


LONDON, NOVEMBER 30. 


HE Jockey Club season of 1936, concluded in 

Manchester gloom on November 28, can be 
briefly described as a good year, but not a 
memorable one. Probably race course company 
shareholders will remember it as a red letter 
year, for, in the main, the sport thrived and 
attendances were larger than for some time past. 
Breeders of Thoroughbreds also will be congrat- 
ulating themselves upon the fact that the excel- 
lent 1935 level of prices was reasonably main- 
tained. But for the average race-goer, the season 
is not marked by any particularly purple patch, 
nor by any really great names. 

We have set up no popular idols, such as were 
Bahram, Brown Jack, Colombo, or Orwell. It 
does not follow that the class of horses seen on 
the tracks has been below par. Mahmoud un- 
questionably represents good classic form; 
Quashed, Omaha, Plassy, and Cecil were high- 
grade cup horses; Wychwood Abbot proved him- 
self a world-beater at 10 furlongs; and Rhodes 
Scholar, on his Eclipse Stakes form, was a mar- 
velous horse. But, except in the case of Wych- 
wood Abbot, which did not contest events that 
made appeal to the public, none of these horses 
sustained their reputations throughout the sea- 
son. Probably Quashed was the most popular 
performer of the year, but Lord Stanley’s game 
filly was not in the Sceptre and Pretty Polly 
class as a public idol. The only classic winner 
to remain in training next year will be Boswell. 
The others have all been retired for breeding. 

Two outstanding records were the Derby time 
of Mahmoud (2:3345, on board-hard going) and 
the 15,000 guineas paid by Miss Dorothy Paget 
for the yearling by Fairway out of Golden Hair. 
We were not intrigued by the prospect of any 
records being achieved by owners, trainers, or 
jockeys. The Aga Khan, who set up the phe- 
nomenal figures of 64,897 sovereigns won in 
stakes in 1934, had a comparatively lean season; 
Trainer Joseph Lawson and Jockey Gordon 
Richards, although at the top of their respective 
lists, are a long way behind their own record 
figures. 


Owners 


HIEF contributors to Lord Astor’s stakes 

total were Pay Up (Two Thousand Guineas), 
Rhodes Scholar (Eclipse Stakes), Traffic Light 
(Coronation Stakes, Ascot), and the champion 
2-year-old, Early School. For Lord Derby, Tide- 
way (One Thousand Guineas), Plassy (Corona- 
tion Cup), and the 2-year-old Fair Copy have 
been the chief money-spinners, and his lordship 
has had a big number of minor successes. The 
Aga Khan has had his leanest season for many 
years, and during the last four months of the 
campaign won practically nothing. Toward his 
total of nearly 30,000 sovereigns, Mahmoud 
(Derby), Taj Akbar, and the 2-year-old Le Grand 
Duc were the chief contributors. It is extreme- 
ly pleasing to see those fine sportsmen Sir Abe 
Bailey and William Woodward so high in the 
winning owner’s list. Both have had the best 
season since they commenced racing in England. 
Lovely Rosa (Oaks), Cecil (Goodwood Cup), and 
Dan Bulger (Cambridgeshire) were Sir Abe’s 
best winners, while the St. Leger success of Bos- 
well is responsible for 10,554 sovereigns of Mr.

Woodward's stakes. The American owner would 
have had an even better year had Omaha ex- 
experienced any luck. 

A highly pleasing feature has been the suc- 
cess of horses from the Royal stable. Feola, 
Fairey, and Fairlead have won good races, and 
the total of 6,835 sovereigns won in stakes by 
horses owned by His Majesty is the best since 
1933. The horses were leased for the season to 
Lord Derby, but they will carry the royal purple

ORSES which Messrs. Weatherby, compilers 

of the General Stud Book, classify as bred 
in France won 146 of our races, of the value of 
nearly 74,000 sovereigns. The figures are entire- 
ly misleading, for in the case of nearly all the 
high-class winners concerned, they were merely 
fcealed in France while their dams were visiting 
such stallions as Pharos or *Blenheim II. There 
is nothing Continental about the pedigrees of 
Mahmoud or Rhodes Scholar, but since they were 
born across the Channel, they are “French- 
breds.”” I have frequently urged the advisability 
of revising this rule. As matters stand, it is not 
surprising that our friends on the other side are 
making much capital out of the success achieved 
on our tracks by horses which our authorities 
allow them to claim as a native product. In my 
opinion, the Jockey Club Stewards would be 
better employed in straightening out this anom- 
aly than by framing regulations to restrict the 
running of true French-bred horses in our han- 
dicaps. We have nothing to fear, so far as the 
great breeding industry is concerned, from the 
competition of such invaders. 

The case of the American-bred horses, 14 of 
which have won 22 races of the aggregate 
value of nearly 16,000 sovereigns, is altogether 
different. They were reared in the States and 
sent over on a thoroughly sporting mission by 
owners whose colors are as popular here as in 
their native land. Omaha has done a lot to 
brighten the year’s racing, and it has been a 
real pleasure to see such good 2-year-olds as 
Perifox and Night Song. Appended is the list 
of winning breeders:

OE LAWSON has done remarkably well for 

his Manton patrons, chief of whom is of course, 
Lord Astor. The stable’s winnings have been 
chiefly in weight-for-age races. Indeed, for 
several seasons, the Manton horses have achieved 
little success in important handicaps. Nor can 
Lawson break the Epsom spell. He did not win 
a race at either spring or summer meeting on 
the Surrey track. Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort 
has has far and away the best season of his 
career. Boswell, Precipitation, Foray, and Night 
Song have been the chief contributors, and he 
will commence the 1937 campaign with a grand 
lot of 4- and 3-year-olds. He can hardly expect 
that his latest consignment of yearlings from 
America will do so well as 2-year-olds as did 
the company he received last back-end, though 
I believe the Freemason Lodge trainer is greatly 
pleased with several of the new arrivals. Con- 
sidering the strength of the stable he controls, 
Frank Butters has had a poor year. Heel-bug 
trouble practically put the stable out of action 
during the second half of the season. Coll. 
Leader, trainer for Lord Derby, and Jack Jarvis 
have had very fair seasons, and Harry Cottrill 
has done extraordinarily well in the big handi- 
caps with such as Guinea Gap, Dan Bulger, 
Solerina and Jack Tar.

Jockeys 


OR the tenth time in a dozen years, and for 

the sixth occasion in succession, Gordon 
Richards heads the winning jockeys’ list. The 
stables to which he is attached have not been 
much in the limelight, and Gordon failed by 23 
to reach the 200 mark. Last year he rode 210 
winners, in 1934 he registered 212, and in 1933 
he set up his record of 259 wins. I should say 
that the champion is riding nearly as well as 
ever. Billy Nevett, the North country champion, 
has again topped the century, and Jack Sirett 


has accomplished the feat for the first time in 
his career. Pat Beasley, jockey for Boyd-Roch- 
fort’s stable has done well. His is the quiet 
efficient style of riding that I much admire. It 
can be said of al! the jockeys among the leaders 
that they are capable, but apart from Richards 
they are not geniuses. The percentage of wins 
to mounis proves this. No fewer than five of 
our senior horsemen—R. Dick, H. Jelliss, F. Fox, 
J. Dines, and T. Barber—have relinquished their 
riding licenses, so there will be increased chances 
for the youngsters next season.

Leading Sires 


AIRWAY has made a procession of the stal- 

lions’ championship. Lord Derby's young 
horse has got 24 winners of 38 races of the 
aggregate stakes value of 58,000 sovereigns— 
more than twice the amount won by the off- 
spring of his nearest rival, Solario. The first 
produce of Fairway made their appearance in 
1934. Then they won nine races, value £6,595. 
Last year the winnings of the Fairways totaled 
£24,757, an amount sufficient to place him sec- 
ond to Blandford in the winning sires’ list. Now 
Blandford has fallen away and is to be found in 
the nineteenth position. The advance of Fairway 
has been unusually rapid, though, of course, St. 
Simon was the leading sire when his oldest foals 
were only three years old. St. Simon retained 
that proud position for another six years. 


Lord Derby, as the owner of the brothers Fair- 
way and Pharos, and of Bosworth, has three of 
the four leading stallions. Bosworth, sire of 
Boswell, is a son of rare old Son-in-Law, now 25 
years old, which is a good fifth in the season’s 
list. Champion in 1924 and 1930, Son-in-Law and 
his sons may be fairly regarded as the stay and 
prop of our present-day breed when it comes to 
real stoutness. I look to Bosworth and Tiberius 
in particular to carry on the great work of their 
sire.

Request Number 


Y this time, Registrar Klees, of The Jockey 
Club, will have refused some 50 applications 

for the name Wally for a 1937 2-year-old filly, 
most of them probably by High Time or his sons. 
If there isn’t an Abdication running next year, 
the art of naming 2-year-olds isn’t what it has 
been heretofore. (Incidentally, there hasn’t been 
an Abdicate since 1905, no Abdication since even 
earlier.) In other words, the problem of naming 
2-year-olds is in its usual December crisis. Some 
will not be named until near the dead line (nam- 
ing may be done without charge through Febru- 
ary 28), but juveniles which are intended for 
early racing must be named before they start. 
Some time ago THE BLOOD-HORSE offered to 
publish the breeding of 2-year-olds which their 
owners found hard to name, so that subscribers 
might while away a few vacant hours selecting 
names for them. A number of breeders have 
sent in requests for names for their coming 2- 
year-olds, admitting perplexity in the matter of 
choosing names for them. The first of these ap- 
pear below, and readers are invited to suggest 
appropriate names for them. An appropriate 
name, by theory rather than practice, is one 
which suggests both sire and dam, and has some 
meaning of its own. Readiest examples which 
occur to me of good naming are Caterwaul, by 
Mad Hatter--Purr; Foolish Moment, by High 
Time—Indiscretion; and Singing Wood, by 
*Royal Minstrel—-Glade. Names which take a 
syllable from the sire and couple into with a 
syllable from the dam, thus forming a word not 
previously existent, are hardly to be desired, 
though this is what happens most frequently. 
Thus, the name Bat o’ War for the Man o’ War— 
Baton filly listed below, represents no very 
praiseworthy flight of the imagination; St. Vitus, 
for the *St. Germans—Allez Vite filly might be 
a bit better, though the sex is wrong. But saints 
were mostly sexless, anyway. I seem to be get- 
ting in the business of naming, myself, which 
was very, very far from my intention, as I bet 
on enough losers as it is. Perhaps the best way

to stop is to list the breeding of the yearlings 
for which names are sought:

ANOTHER AT CHARLES TOWN 


TEWARDS at Charles Town suspended negro 

Trainer Jim Hill for the rest of the meeting 
(one day) on December 12, recommended to the 
West Virginia Racing Commission that the sus- 
pension be continued for 60 days, with a like sus- 
pension of the horse Jim Moss, trained by Hill, 
which showed indication of having been stimu- 
lated with strychnine on December 8. 


FEDERAL BUREAU ANNOUNCES 

The officials of the Narcotic Bureau occasion- 
ally fire a random shot into the various state 
racing commissions, apparently for the purpose 
of keeping those bodies on their mettle. On De- 
cember 8 the bureau announced formation of a 
“long range program” designed to stamp out 
users of narcotics, said that state commissions 
were lax in punishing offenders. The program 
calls for “more thorough chemical tests, estab- 
lishment of receiving barns, and employment of 
a permanent veterinarian to conduct narcotics 
experiments.”

Official statement was that the po- 
sition had been abolished. Mr. Wilson said he 
had been “voted out,” issued a statement point- 
ing out a steady increase in profits under his 
management, thanked newspaper men for their 
support. President Charles F. Adams announced 
that a committee composed of himself, Bruce 
Wetmore, and another man, yet to be selected, 
would take over Wilson’s position.

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CALIFORNIA 


BAY MEADOWS 


HE current week is the closing one for Bay 

Meadows, San Mateo track which came to 
its twentieth day of racing on December 12. 
Feature was the $10,000 added World’s Fair 
Handicap, which drew a somewhat disappointing 
field. The race had potentialities, but they failed 
to develop. Tick On had one of his bad days, 
Infantry ran for only six furlongs, and Seabiscuit 
consequently toyed with his field to win as he 
pleased. Two supporting attractions were carded. 
A mile handicap for 2-year-olds was won by Sea- 
board Stable’s Pasha, a Llangollen-bred son of 
The Porter, which won by six lengths. Three- 
year-olds and upward contended in another one- 
mile handicap, the decision going to H. C. 
Hatch’s Uppermost, with Barcarolle and Make 
and Break running a dead heat for second place. 
A 2 1-16 mile race rounded off the card, victory 
falling to A. C. Martin’s Joe Sam, 5-year-old 
son of *Atwell. The race engaged only cheap 
platers, but 12 started, and the Saturday crowd 
enjoyed the increased length of the race. Short- 
est distance of the day was a 7!2-furlong allow- 
ance event, won by F. M. Carr’s Rare Ben, and 
the card also included three races at one mile, 
one at 1 1-16 miles, one at 14 miles, one at 
1 3-16 miles. 

The Bay Meadows track has been offering 
good racing this season. Stakes fields have not 
been of as high quality as operators wished, but 
the general average of the cards has been per- 
haps better than that of previous seasons. Sup- 
port has climbed proportionately, and the daily 
pari-mutuel average, through December 9, was 
$162,211, a considerable increase over the 
$139,393 average of 1935, with some likelihood 
of further gain. On Decemebr 5, gate receipts 
went to Christmas charities, though the track 
had been denied a charity day. Since the 25- 
day meeting stretched over 26 racing days, 
Thursday, December 10, was chosen as an off- 
day, and no racing was held. On closing day, 
December 19, the $5,000 Au Revoir Handicap 
will conclude the stakes program, and with the 
end of that day’s program California racing will 
have brief intermission, while owners at Bay 
Meadows ship down to Santa Anita to compete 
with Eastern stables already at the Los Angeles 
Track. On Christmas Day Santa Anita throws 
open its gates for California’s most pretentious 
meeting, with the Christmas Stakes featuring 
the first day’s card. 


CANTER FOR SEABISCUIT 


The World’s Fair Handicap ($10,000 added, all 
ages, 13-16 miles) at Bay Meadows on December 
12 was koth the richest and the easiest triumph 
in the record of Mrs. Charles S. Howard’s Sea- 
biscuit (3-y-0, 113). Jockey J. Pollard broke 
the Hard Tack colt alertly, sent him to the front 
when the field had got well under way. After a 
half-mile Seabiscuit was five lengths in front, 
going easily. Mrs. M. C. Rush’s Noble Count 
(3-y-o, 106) was nearest at this point, with Tick 
On (115) and Watersplash (101) pressing, him 
closely. However, none could throw down a chal- 
lenge to the leader, and though Seabiscuit’s lead 
was cut to three lengths after six furlongs, it was 
only because Pollard had him well in hand. The 
other three fell back after a mile, leaving a six- 
length margin to the leader, and F. M. Carr’s 
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Wildland (3-y-o, 101) and Millsdale Stable’s Giant 
Killer (3-y-o, 107) began their runs. At the 
eighth-pole Seabiscuit’s lead was back to three 
lengths, but he drew away again to win by five. 
Wildland was two and a half lengths in front of 
Giant Killer, with Noble Count a length and a 
half farther back. Seabiscuit, already holder of 
the one-mile record at Bay Meadows (1:36) 
added the 1 3-16-mile record t9 his trophies. Time, 
723, :47, 1:1125, 1:3645, 1:5545 (mew track rec- 
ord), track fast. Stakes division, $8,000, $2,000, 
$1,000, $500.

Seabiscuit has earned $41,505, winning 14 races 
from his 58 starts at two and three, finishing 
second eight times, third 10 times. The World’s 
Fair Handicap was his sixth stakes victory this 
year, most important of his others being the 
Governor's Handicap at Detroit and the Scarsdale 
Handicap at Empire City. He won three smaller 
stakes at two. Particulars of his pedigree ap- 
peared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of August 8, page 
151. 

NEW WHITNEY RIDER | 

Warren Cornay, New Orleans’ apprentice, 
topped the jockey list at Epsom Downs this fall. 
On December 14 Ed McCaun sold his contract to 
Major Louie A. Beard, general manager of the 
Whitney racing interests. Apprentice Cornay is 
en route for Santa Anita, where he will ride this 
winter. 


FIRST OF THE DERBYS 

No tracks have yet shown any indication of 
following the suggestion and example of J. E. 
Widener, who said last year that there were ‘too 
many derbys,” changed the name of Hialeah 
Parks’ major 3-year-old event to the Flamingo 
Stakes. Santa Anita Park went so far toward 
justifying their use of the name as to raise the 
value of the Santa Anita Derby, to be run Feb- 
ruary 22, to $50,000 added. The event closed 
December 1 with 106 nominations, or four more 
than were made to the Kentucky Derby of 1936. 
With the examples of Omaha and Granville to 
indicate that an indifferent 2-year-old may be a 
crack at three, most of the more prominent sta- 
bles at the Arcadia course nominated liberally, 
so that the 106 entries represent only 53 inter- 
ests. Mrs. Ethel V. Mars’ Milky Way Farms 
holds the strongest hand numerically, with nine 
2-year-olds, including Case Ace and Fast Ex- 
press, made eligible. Alfred Vanderbilt has eight, 
including Tedious. Valdina Farm with six en- 
tries, and Mrs. C. S. Howard, with five, are also 
well represented, and J. H. Whitney and North- 
way Stable have four each. 

Judged by the unofficial Joe McCarty handicap, 
the best 2-year-olds are not entered, as only Case 
Ace, Bottle Cap, and Tedious out of the first 20 
on the McCarty list have been named. However, 
among better racers in the group are Some Devil, 
No Dice, Clingendaal, Manatella, Fairy Hill, 
Coramine, Fair Lead, Planetoid, Valdina, and 
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others. Three imported horses are included in 
the list. *Arabian Myth is an English-bred juve- 
nile which has raced slightly and unsuccessfully 
in America for E. F. Seagram. *Maori Lad, by 
Night Raid, is from Australasia, and *Sunset 
Trail was imported recently from Ireland by 
Raoul Walsh. The nominations:

WEIGHTS AND ODDS 

Secretary Webb Everett, of Santa Anita Park, 
announced weights for the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap on December 14, and Jack Kyne, California 
bookmaker, promptly announced prices. The two 
are not in particular agreement. Lacking a 
standout performer around which to build his 
prices, Bookmaker Kyne installed the California- 
owned Seabiscuit as favorite at 8 to 1. Sea- 
biscuit, weighted at 114 pounds, will probably 
draw patriotic California support, even at such 
absurd odds. 

Actual top weight is last year’s winner Top 
Row, which will be asked to pick up 127 pounds, 
or 11 more than he carried to victory last spring. 
Second is Bold Venture, Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness winner, with 125. Since the scale of 
weights gives 4-year-olds a one-pound allowance 
from older horses, the *St. Germans colt is 
actually getting but one pound from Top Row. 
Top weight by scale is the coming 3-year-old, 
Bottle Cap, which has 105 pounds. At weight- 
for-age he would receive 23 pounds from Top 
Row: he actually gets but 22. Yet he gives but 
three pounds to *Arabian Myth, which has been 
unplaced in his two starts this year, but is rated 
with Fairy Hill, winner of the Great American 
Stakes this year. Still the unplaced *Arabian 
Myth is giving five pounds to Whopper, seven to 
King Saxon, three to Roman Soldier. The Santa 
Anita Handicap, under its weight limitations 
(100-pound minimum, 130-pound maximum) is 
obviously no place for horses just turning three. 

Roscmont, with 124 pounds, is a split second 
choice in the odds with Roman Soldier (122) and 
Time Supply (122), each at 10 to 1. Liberality of 
the ocds may he indicated by the fact that the 
quotations show a percentage of about 230, or 
about twice what they should be. No prices were 


quoted on recently imported candidates. The 
weights:

PREPARATION AT LOS ANGELES 

With only nine more training days until 
Christmas and the opening of the Santa Anita 
meeting, the Arcadia track has possibly the 
largest collection of good horses ever assembled 
at a winter track. First objective of the better 
handicap performers is the Christmas Stakes, a 
handicap at one mile for horses of all ages, with 
$5,000 added. Special Agent, which may carry 
the A. C. T. Stock Farm silks in this event, was 
out to breeze a mile in 1:41 last week, and Ed 
Janss’ Boxthorn worked six furlongs in 1:13. 
Mr. Bones went a half in :49; Miss Merriment 
covered the same distance in :50, as did Ttennob. 
Red Rain went a slow six furlongs, Ned Reigh 
and Accolade, Singing Wood and Indian Broom 
are beginning to tighten for competition. The 
field of the Christmas Stakes is still uncertain, 
probably even to trainers of the nominees, but it 
is likely to contain a good deal of class. The fact 
that Top Row won the Christmas Stakes last 
year, en route to his greater triumph in the Santa 
Anita Handicap, may draw a few extra start- 
ers, Since horsemen (not superstitious, of course), 
like to follow winning patterns. 

Considerably to the pleasure of California 
race-goers, Western owners hold a fair hand 
among the better stakes contenders. The re- 
cently purchased King Saxon, Mrs. C. S. How- 
ard’s Seabiscuit, rejuvenated Tick On, and Box- 
thorn are among the best of these, and there is 
still a possibility that a California owner will 
acquire Roman Soldier in time for the rich 
handicap. 

Under all this are rumblings of discontent. 
Hollywood Racing Association officials, includ- 
ing Norman W. Church and Charles E. Cooper, 
charge discrimination by the California Horse 
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Racing Board, say their group had been denied 
a legitimate application for a split in winter 
dates with Santa Anita Park, claim that the 
board does not encourage California breeding 
(all California tracks, however, have a race a 
day for California-bred horses). Inevitable result 
of public bickering and emphasis on prodigious 
betting totals came December 11, when Nathan 
Newby, chairman of a “civic righteousness 
committee,” filed with the Assembly’s Audit 
Finance Committee, on behalf of the Federation 
of Los Angeles Protestant Churches, a letter 
urging repeal of all laws permitting betting at 
horse racing tracks. 


FLORIDA 


TROPICAL PARK OPENS 


LORIDA’S racing season opened December 

14, when Tropical Park opened for a 26-day 
meeting, clear skies and a fast track greeting the 
first-day crowd. Some 15,000 persons attended, 
the largest crowd ever to get out on opening day 
at the smaller Miami track. No stakes was of- 
fered, the day’s chief attraction being the $700 
Bougainville Purse, for 2-year-olds, in which J. 
W. Parrish’s Proph, by High Time, was a hard- 
pressed winner. Favorites had a bad day, only 
one weakly played first choice scoring in the 
eight races. This was *Strategist II, English- 
bred son of Stratford, racing under the silks of 
Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs. Trainer Hirsch Jacobs, 
who saddled him, thus started his Florida season 
with a victory, is said to be driving hard to saddle 
a total of 200 winners this year. 


FLAMINGO STAKES ENTRIES 


Seventy-seven nominations were made for the 
Flamingo Stakes, $20,000 added event for 3- 
year-olds at 14s miles, which replaces the Florida 
Derby on Hialeah Park's stakes program. Green- 
tree Stable and Mrs. Emil Denemark were the 
heaviest nominators, each having five entries. 
J. E. Widener who won the 1936 running of the 
event with Brevity, has named four, Advocator, 
Optic, Fencing, and Sceneshifter. Among those 
with better records as 2-year-olds are Bernard 
F., Eli Yale, Goldey F., Maedic; No Sir, Prairie 
Dog, Sir Damion, Traulove, Minster, Woof, and 
Yellow Tulip. The Flamingo Stakes, which will 
receive supplementary nominations (at $500; 
original fee $25) until February 20, will be run 
February 27. The nominations:

Count, and Gallanad, all owned by William H. 
Furst, contracted shipping fever. Despite efforts 
of Trainer B. B. Williams, the three 2-year-olds 
died, leaving the Furst stable in Florida with 
only the 2-year-olds Wise Alibi, Sciva, Clouds, 
and Tenopo, and seven yearlings. The three 
which were lost were nominees to the Flamingo 
Stakes. 


THOROUGHBRED CLUB 


Guy Hart, of Kalamazoo, Mich., was the guest 
of the Thoroughbred Club of America at the regu- 
lar bi-weekly meeting held at the Phoenix Hotel 
December 12. Mr. Hart is an ardent and capable 
amateur photographer, and after the luncheon 
entertained club members and guests with the 
showing of a considerable footage of film made 
at race tracks in England and America, English 
and American breeding establishments. Horse- 
men were especially interested in the pictures, 
made this fall, of Omaha, Boswell, Sansalvo, 
Night Song, and other American-owned horses 
which are racing in England under the care of 
Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort. Granville’s Classic, 
Bold Venture’s Derby, Brevity’s Florida Derby, 
and other recent races were included, together 
with scenes at Dixiana, Elmendorf, Idle Hour, 
Claiborne Stud, and other central Kentucky 
breeding establishments. 

Before the showing of the pictures, J. A. Estes, 
of THE BLOoD-HORSE, announced the results of the 
yearling judging contest held in 1935. The win- 
ner was Charles Asbury, who had picked the 
best two yearlings in one-two order (see THE 
BLoop-HORSE, December 12, page 669). 


BALLOT’S BIRTHDAY 


A committee composed chiefly of newspaper 
men met last week with Raymond Gentry, agent 
for Enza-Vita Laboratories, to assist in prepara- 
tions for the birthday party which is being ar- 
ranged for Ballot, veteran racer and sire which 
will be 33 years old on January 1. The old son 
of *Voter was presented to the Enza-Vita Labo- 
ratories by Charles H. Berryman several months 
ago. The affair will be held at Keeneland on 
New Year’s Day, beginning about 10:30 in the 
morning, with a brief review of Ballot’s achieve- 
ments, presentation of a mash birthday cake. A 
dinner in which turkey and country ham will be 
the chief items will be served in the grandstand 
dining room. Humphrey S. Finney, manager of 
Labrot and Company’s Holly Beach Farm, near 
Annapolis, Md., will act as master of ceremonies. 
Invitations and programs are in preparation, will 
soon be in the mails. 


BEGINNER 


Ralph Eccard, Chewsville, Md., apprentice, had 
the first mount of his career in the fifth race at 
the Fair Grounds December 4. This was Saint, 
240-to-1 outsider, and Apprentice Eccard finished 
last, some 20 lengths behind the leader. In the 
next race Eccard rode the favored Infidox, drove 
him in to win by a length. His next mount was 
Patchpocket, on December 7. Patchpocket sur- 
vived a hard drive to win by a half-length, 
Eccard getting the best of a duel with Ray 
Hightshoe on the second choice, Morning Mail. 
Apprentice Eccard’s score: Three mounts, two 
winners, 66 per cent. 
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NEW YORK 
REVIEW 


T has been generally known for the last three 

years that New York racing was showing 
steady and considerable gains, following a low 
mark reached in 1933. Figures compiled by 
Daily Racing Form show that total distribution 
of purse money, and average daily distribution 
are at their highest point since 1932, are only 
slightly under the figures for that year. There 
were 174 days of racing in New York in 1936, 
including two one-day United Hunts meetings, 
and a total of 1,124 races were run. Purse dis- 
tribution totaled $1,792,525 (for comparison with 
previous years, see table below). 


William Woodward's Belair Stud Stable, headed 
by the 3-year-old champion, Granville, led owners 
racing in New York, with $99,070 earned, 22 
races won. Granville accounted for six races, 
$79,395 in earnings. Second on the list of owners 
is Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs, whose horses won the 
amazing total of 107 races, earned $93,927, most 
of her victories, with the exception of those won 
by Action, coming in overnight events. Alfred 
Vanderbilt, with 30 wins and $89,515 was third, 
and J. H. Louchheim, whose Pompoon won the 
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Futurity and second place on the list of money- 
winning horses, was fourth. Behind Pompoon 
($76,610) on the list of winning horses came 
Maedic ($49,975), Discovery ($27,765), Action 
($22,435), and Esposa ($22,275). 

Hirsch Jacobs made a runaway for trainers’ 
honors. He saddled 130 winners, or 90 more than 
his nearest competitor, James Fitzsimmons. F. J. 
Kearns (34) and J. H. Stotler (30) were third 
and fourth. Johnny Gilbert led New York jock- 
eys with 104 winners from 461 mounts, a per- 
centage of .23. Jimmy Stout, with 91 winners 
and a percentage of .22, was second, just ahead 
of Ira Anderson, who had 87 winners, a percent- 
age of .21. 

Comparative statistics on distribution at major 
New York tracks follow. In 1931 and 1932, a 
modest meeting was held by the New York State 
Fair Association at Syracuse, and the Batavia 
Exhibition and Breeders’ Association had a brief 
meeting in 1932. In 1934 an outlaw meeting was 
held at Syracuse, but operators were denied a 
permit for a second meeting because of illegal 
betting. These unimportant ventures have been 
dropped from the following tabulation, which in- 
cludes only those tracks which have operated 
without interruption during the period covered by

MARYLAND 


PREAKNESS VALUE INCREASED 
IRECTORS of the Maryland Jockey Club 
(Pimlico) met in Baltimore December 7, 

laid plans for the 1937 season. First step was 

the raising of the added value of the Preakness 
from $25,000 to $50,000, placing it on an equal 
basis with the Kentucky Derby. Robert J. Wal- 
den, former vice-president, had previously indi- 
cated that he would resign, and Alfred Vander- 
bilt was elected to succeed him. Other minor 
changes in officers: Matthias Daiger was re-

INTERNATIONAL RACES 


T the meeting of the National Association of 

State Racing Commissioners held at Miami 
last January, a movement for the promotion of 
a series of international races was set on foot. 
Presumably the movement, fathered by Herbert 
Bayard Swope, of the New York State Racing 
Commission, is still on foot, but no progress has 
been reported. 

At the 170th Gimcrack Stakes dinner held re- 
cently in London, another strong advocate of in- 
ternational racing was uncovered, in the person 
of Marcel Boussac, the French sportsman who, 
by virtue of the victory of Goya II in the Gim- 
crack Stakes this year, earned the right to tell 
English sportsmen what he thought of racing in 
general. But Mr. Boussac was not thinking of 
races to be made a part of, or patterned after, 
the Olympic games series, as Mr. Swope was. 
Said Goya ITI’s owner: 

It seems to me that a big international race might be 
run at Ascot at the classic distance of one mile and a 
half, and this would make for this distance a counter- 
part of the Gold Cup. If a test at weight-for-age, 
without penalties, with engagements only two or three 
months beforehand, could be arranged, a race which 
would bring together not only the English classic win- 
ners, colts and fillies of several generations, which is 
winners 
would be even 


rarely seen in England, but also the classic 
of several foreign generations, Ascot 
more complete. 


M. Boussac also suggested that another inter- 
national race, a counterpart of France’s rich 
Grand Prix de l’Arec de Triomphe, might be insti- 
tuted at the second October meeting at Newmar- 
ket.

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CORRIDA’S LAST VICTORY 


Sunday, November 15, the great mare Corrida 
ran her last race, won the Grand Prix at 
Marseilles, France, worth about 300,000 francs. 
She was accompanied by a 3-year-old stablemate, 
Dadji, by Asterus, which set the pace, finished 
second, his rider easing up to allow the mare to 
score by a length. Le Duc was third, Come In 
fourth, the Italian Telluris fifth, the English Taj 
Akbar well back in the field of 12. 


Corrida, a 4-year-old mare by Coronach (Hurry 
On-—-Wet Kiss, by Tredennis) out of Zariba, by 
Sardanapale out of St. Lucre, by St. Serf out 
of *Fairy Gold, is the best mare bred and raced 
in France for years. Zariba, a great racer and 
producer, died early in 1936. During her 4-year- 
old season Corrida won more than $100,000. She 
had already earned more than $28,000 during her 
first two seasons, 


SHIPMENT TO ENGLAND 


Jack Hare, who is in charge of most of the 
shipments of Thoroughbreds between Europe and 
America, arrived in London December 3 with 
Flamenco, retuined to England after an unsuc- 
cessful invasion of America; the mare Pug- 
nacity, owned by Ralph Beaver Strassburger;

FOREIGN NOTES 


Theddingworth, 3-year-old colt owned by Mar- 
shall Field, trained by Capt. Cecil Boyd-Roch- 
fort, won the Liverpool St. Leger recently. He 
is by Bosworth (sire of William Woodward's St. 
Leger winner Boswell) out of Girandola, by 
Swynford. 

The Polymelus stallion Polystome, which had a 
remarkable record as a sire in South Africa, 
died recently. According to the column of Qrius 
(J. T. Wallace) in the Sunday Tribune, pub- 
lished at Durban: ‘Since the season 1922-23 his 
stock have won £194,000 with 472 winners of 985 
events, including all the chief classics except 
the Oaks, and all the principal handicaps.” In 
the southern hemisphere it seems to be the cus- 
tom to determine the number of winners by any 
sire by adding up his yearly totals of winners, 
without considering the same horses winning in 
different years. 
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PEDIGREE POINTS - 
Times Have Changed 


BOUT two weeks ago Horace Davis, owner 

of Blue Grass Heights Stock Farm at Lex- 
ington, anonunced that he would have the good 
stakes winner Psychic Bid to stand at his place 
in 1937 and that he would be “free to approved 
mares.” I bethought myself immediately of the 
case of Clock Tower, a well bred horse which 
had stood free at Elsmeade Farm, with prac- 
tically no patronage. This year, under the stimu- 
lus of some good racers among his first crop, 
some promising yearlings and weanlings, and a 
vigorous advertising campaign, Clock Tower has 
become one of the most popular horses in Ken- 
tucky. Psychic Bid has a grand pedigree and 
was Cefinitely a high-class racer. So, said I, I'll 
write a yarn about Psychic Bid and tip off 
Kentucky breeders to their opportunity. 

But times have changed. Indeed they have. 
Psychic Bid’s book was filled before you could 
write Jack Robinson on a typewriter. I don’t 
think Mr. Davis’ front gate was torn down in 
the rush, but that may have been because he 
has no front gate. At any rate, the book is now 
full, and there isn’t much reason for me to enter 
a discussion which has been settled so com- 
pletely. 

But it is not only the free horses which are 
filling this year. There has been more activity 
in the market for stallion seasons than I have 
ever seen, regardless of price. High-priced horses 
like Equipoise, *Sir Gallahad III, Gallant Fox, 
*Sickle, Chance Shot, Pompey, and Cavalcade 
are full. Diavolo, Hard Tack, *Jacopo, Stimulus 
have full books. Display and Blue Larkspur are 
almost full. The young Balladier, son of Black 
Toney, and a chip off the old block (almost a 
replica of the old block, in fact), is advertised at 
$1,000. He is to be limited to 20 mares his first 
year, and 18 seasons are already engaged, in- 
cluding eight outside mares. 

So it goes all down the line. Many horses not 
mentioned above have books which are almost, or 
quite, made up. 

It looks as if an unusual situation is going to 
develop. In previous years stallion owners have 
had something of a scramble to find mares. In 
1937 it appears that mare owners may have some- 
thing of a scramble to find stallions.

Ariel, whose fortunes have taken a sensational 
rise this year, now has a total of 15 2-year-old 
winners in 1936, tying High Time and *Sir Galla- 
had III for leading honors in that department 
(not counting *Sir Gallahad III’s one winner in 
England). His fifteenth winner, Golden Ariel, 
scored at the Fair Grounds, New Orleans, Decem- 
ber 14. W. B. Miller, Ariel’s owner, is in Lex- 
ington this week making arrangements for breed- 
ing his mares next year. 

*Swift and Sure is generally considered a good 
sire of distance horses, rather than of precocious 
youngsters. But he has out 12 2-year-old win- 
ners this year. Take Heed, which won at the 
Fair Grounds last week, was the twelfth. *Swift 
and Sure’s 10 yearlings sold at auction in 1936 
averaged $3,390. Display, also at Mereworth, 
has almost a full book at $1,500.

OR the second time in five years the Ascot 

Gold Cup winner Massine, representative of 
the St. Simon male line, is the leading sire in 
France, according to recently published figures. 
As has usually been the case with Massine, his 
outstanding racer in 1936 was a brilliant 3-year- 
old, the grand colt Mieuxce, which has now been 
sent to the stud in England.

BUCKING THOROUGHBREDS 


MUCH-FORWARDED letter came into the

May I take the liberty to ask you if you will be kind 
enough to settle a dispute which arose between a friend 
and myself, concerning the Thoroughbred horse? 

My friend says that no Thoroughbred has ever been, 
or will ever be, capable of bucking—that is, in the 
manner of the bronco, although he can give no reason 
to substantiate his theory. 

I believe that an unhandled Thoroughbred horse 
would buck with the best of them if he were allowed 
to run wild until his, say, fifth year, and then subjected 
to the same ill usage and cruel abuse that was preva- 
lent in the West not so many years ago. 

I would like to know if there has been any Thor- 
oughbred, to your knowledge, used as a “professional” 
bucking horse in any rodeo, etc., or any Thoroughbred 
that has really bucked, ‘“‘sunfished,” etc., and your 
opinion on the matter. 

I shall be most grateful if you would reply to this 
letter, and, if unable to give the answers I want, tell 
me where I might acquire the desired information.

LAMENESS: ITS RELATION TO FEED 


By Dr. D. M. CAMPBELL 


An address before the seventeenth annual meet- 
ing of the Horse and Mule Association of Amer- 
ica, held in Chicago, December 2, 1936. 


N discussing diseases of the skeleton, it must 

be borne in mind that the skeleton is not a 
mere architectural structure, but is one of the 
vital organs of the body having at least three 
functions of immediate concern to life—a sup- 
portive and protective function, a hemopoic func- 
tion, and serving as a mineral reserve from which 
the salt balance, even the delicately adjusted and 
vitally important pH [acid-alkali balance] of the 
blocd, is maintained. Therefore, any general dis- 
ease of the skeleton may have varied and far- 
reaching effects on the health and the life of the 
animal. 

One general disease of the skeleton of the horse 
has been recognized for just over 100 years. In 
the beginning it was called big head, then csteo- 
porosis, later osteomalacia, and lastly, by Theiler, 
osteodystrophia. It has been designated by vari- 
ous other terms also, such as osteitis fibrosa, 
cachexia osseus, rarefying osteitis, Miller’s dis- 
ease, bran disease, millet disease, and many 
others. None of the names is satisfactory, nor is 
skeletal disease, since in addition to the bone in- 
volvement signified by most of the names, there 
is nerve involvement also. At various times and 
in various iocalities it has assumed great eco- 
nomic importance and has been responsible for 
the disability and loss of thousands of animals. 

But the loss due to osteoporosis probably in no 
case has amounted to as much as 1 per cent of the 
loss from lameness diagnosed as being due to 
strains and sprains, arthritis, exostoses (spavin, 
ringbone, side bone, etc.) and osteolytic processes 
(navicular disease, arthritis, etc.). These condi- 
tions obviously local symptoms of a general ail- 
ment, have been treated as local conditions due 
in the main, to real or to fancied injuries and 
faulty conformation. Recent research and ob- 
servation, mainly by veterinary officers in the 
army, have shown these conditions to be merely 
early manifestations of the same condition of 
which big head or osteomalacia is the late or 
terminal result. Army veterinarians noted also 
manifestations of nerve involvement in this dis- 
ease, but we owe most of our information as to 
the nerve involvement to Prof. William Mitchell 
of Edinburgh. 


EARLY RECORDS OF OSTEOPOROSIS 


In the early settlement of all of this country 
lying east of the one-hundredth meridian, a dis- 
ease of horses known as big head or osteoporosis, 
was very common. It was not found in the range 
country. We find mention of its occurrence in 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Ohio from 1830 on. It 
was widespread over the south in the 1850’s and 
in Missouri and Kansas by 1860. Like malaria, 
it seemed to dog the covered wagon of the pio- 
neer. At first it was a rural disease, but as the 
cities took on a rapid growth, it was reported 
there too. Varnell saw it in New York City in 
1832; Skinner saw it in Charleston, S. C., in 1840; 
Fancher reported it in Louisville and Cincinnati 
in 1844; Corby found it prevalent in St. Louis 
when he arrived there in 1859. An idea of its 
prevalence may be gained by the experience of 
Robert Stewart, who saw 2,800 cases in the 
Mississippi Delta region between 1852 and 1858— 
400 cases a year. An idea of its importance may 
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be gained from the testimony of all writers on 
the subject that recoveries were very rare. 

In 1855 a report from Oregon (published in the 
American Veterinary Journal) attributed the dis- 
ease to an excess of phosphorus in the drinking 
water. In 1866, out of his vast experience with 
osteoporosis, Stewart stated positively it was due 
to improper feed and principally to the use of 
corn fodder for roughage. In the 70’s this theory 
was generally accepted. With the rise of bac- 
teriology in the 80’s and 90's, it came to be 
looked upon by many as infectious and this opin- 
ion is still held by some, though now as formerly, 
it has little to support it. However, a goodly 
number continued to look upon it as nutritional. 
James, reporting from St. Louis in 1886, wrote: 
“The food is probably responsible. It is becom- 
ing rarer as the land is better cultivated and is 
not dreaded here as it formerly was.” Hine- 
baugh of North Dakota, in a series of articles 
published in 1890 to 1896, attributed it to millet 
feeding and termed it “millet disease.’”’” The 
French have long called it “bran disease.” 


FAILURE IN CLINICAL OBSERVATION 


The most astonishing thing about the whole 
matter during the fourth quarter of the last cen- 
tury and the first quarter of the present century 
though was a complete failure to recognize the 
mild forms of the disease as being the same 
pathological process as the severe forms. Not- 
withstanding it was generally known and fre- 
quently published that the early symptoms of 
osteoporosis, or as it has come to be called, osteo- 
malacia, was lameness, often due to obscure 
causes, and frequently shifting and intermittent. 
Cases in which the disease progressed no further 
than these early symptoms, or in which the ani- 
mals were discarded or disposed of because of 
their impaired usefulness, were not recognized, or 
treated, as osteomalacia. 


SHOEING BLAMED FOR LAMENESS 


From about 1870 to the close of the century, 
nearly all lameness in the horse assignable to a 
less conspicuous cause than a broken leg, or a 
nail wound in which the nail was found, was 
thought by a large group of veterinarians, includ- 
ing many of the leaders in the profession, to be 
due to some fault in shoeing. Veterinary meet- 
ings and veterinary journals of the time were 
largely taken up with interminable discussions 
on shoeing. Various systems of shoeing were 
evolved and various types of shoes were invented, 
the purpose of which was to remedy or prevent 
certain types of lameness. Horsemen too were 
obsessed with the idea. Reputations were made 
or lost on the turn of a shoe. Fortunes too were 
made on a lucky break in the matter of shaping 
or setting a shoe. A president of the United 
States discussed it in letters from the White 
House. Congress proposed to give an ignorant 
quack $25,000 to teach army officers his secret 
of preparing the horse’s foot for the reception of 
the shoe. All this was but repeating the shoeing 
mania that possessed the best veterinary minds 
in England 75 years earlier. 

CONFORMATION BLAMED FOR LAMENESS 


About the turn of the century, blaming most 
of the ills of horse flesh on to improper shoeing 
took a sharp drop in popularity, and at the same 
time putting the blame upon traumatism (injury) 
became far more common. Side bones, ringbones, 
spavins, curbs, splints, navicular disease, strained

violent exertion. The traumatism theory was at 
a great disadvantage with the shoeing theory in 
explaining why side bones commonly occurred 
in fours, spavins, curbs and diseased navicular 
bones in pairs, etc., and a theory of constitutional 
predilection was evolved to explain away the ob- 
vious inconsistencies. Out of this theory grew 
most of the laws for licensing stallions for pub- 
lic service. According to this theory, a tendency 
to these skeletal diseases is inherited. In its 
full flower, this theory held that most disabling 
affections were due to heredity plus traumatism. 


WILLIAMS’ THEORY 

In 1905, Prof. W. L. Williams of New York, 
in a paper presented at the Cleveland meeting 
of the A. V. M., exploded this theory completely, 
but offered no theory of his own to take its place, 
other than the suggestion that these ailments, 
obviously general or constitutional in nature, 
might be infectious. No one paid any attention 
to the array of facts marshalled by Williams, 
showing that navicular disease, ringbone, spavin, 
and other exostoses and osteolytic processes in 
the horse were but local manifestations of a gen- 
eral disease of the skeleton or that these condi- 
tions bore little or no relation to the traumatisms 
to which the animal might have been subjected. 


HEREDITY AND TRAUMATISM 

The theory of heredity plus traumatism as a 
cause of these conditions continued to govern the 
treatment for another 25 years. Millions of 
horses were fired or blistered or both for lame- 
ness of this type. Since the effects of a nutri- 
tional upset are severer in an animal at work 
than in one at rest, and since animals were com- 
monly laid off from work after firing, the treat- 
ment was frequently followed by improvement of 
the animal. The tendency of the lameness to be 
intermittent and to shift from leg to leg lent fur- 
ther color to the value of the treatment. A co- 
incident change of feed or a change in ownership 
and consequenty in feed, often came to the rescue 
and the firing or blistering received credit for a 
more or less permanent cure. However, that it 
often completely failed is common knowledge. 
Too often the case, best noted among track 
horses, would run something like this: An ani- 
mal would give promise on the track, only to de- 
velop a strained ligament or a sprained tendon 
or some more obscure lameness. It would be 
fired in some highly artistic design and imme- 
diately or soon thereafter thoroughly blistered 
and given several weeks’ rest in the barn or 
turned out to grass. Apparent recovery would 
occur. The next season when the animal went 
into training the same events in about the same 
sequence would intervene to blast the owner’s 
hopes of winning stakes. After a second or third 
repetition of the catastrophe, the animal would 
be retired from the track permanently; retired 
because of a disease for which it had received no 
treatment whatever. 

During all this time the general level of animal 
feeding was being improved. Better farming 
methods made more and better feed available. 
Agricultural colleges were giving much attention 
to the feeding of all farm animals for growth and 
production. Information as to better feeding 
methods was being widely disseminated. As a 
result the terminal phase of this skeletal disease, 
the stage where there is an enormous enlarge- 
ment of the facial bones and all bones become 
so brittle as to fracture from trivial causes, was 
becoming more and more rare.

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LOUISIANA 


FAIR GROUNDS 
LEAR weather and a good track brought 
out a satisfactory crowd to the Fair Grounds 
track December 12, the fifteenth day of the 105- 
day meeting in progress there. Fields, as usual, 
had 12 starters, except for the stakes event and 
the secondary feature. An overnight handicap, 
for a $900 purse, was won by Mrs. V. Wyse’s 
Bachelor Dinner, which was one of the four 
favorites to succeed on the seven-race program. 
That the Fair Grounds has plenty of horses 
seems evident by the 12-horse fields which are 
regularly got together there. That the operators 
intend to keep them there is even more evident, 
since a rule has been passed prohibiting the 
starting, at other tracks, of horses claimed at 
New Orleans during the duration of the meeting. 
This rule, a counterpart of one passed in 
Detroit last summer, has drawn the regular fire 
of Bob Saxton, of the Cincinnati Enquirer, who 
contends that no association has a right to pass 
such a rule, points out that Canadian tracks dis- 
regarded Detroit’s rule last year, and obviously 
yearns for a test case on the current Fair 
Grounds rule. Basis of his apparent belief that 
the rule would not be observed by other racing 
organizations is the contention that although 
tracks customarily observe one another’s rulings, 
the rulings are issued generally because of 
fraudulent practices, not to protect the interests 
of a single track. Wrote Saxton December 6: 
“The rule is entirely unjust and viclates all spirit 
of the selling and claiming conditions in races.” 


JEFERSON PARK HANDICAP 


Running a steady and game race, Mrs. B. 
Franzheim’s Silas (110) got up to win the 
Jefferson Park Handicap ($1,500 added, 3-year- 
olds, one mile) at the Fair Grounds December 12. 
Marcabala (105), coupled with Flag Cadet 
(1121,) to form the favored Hernandez entry, 
got away in the Jead, with Coward and Coffey’s 
Reelon (105) pressing him closely. After a half- 
mile Reelon went into the lead, seemed an easy 
winner, with Mrs. N. Burger’s Bon Centime 
(107) offering but a weak challenge. But Jockey 
P. Roberts, who had been moving Silas up gradu- 
ally to sixth place during the run down the back 
stretch, took his mount into the best going 
through the stretch, caught three horses at the 
eighth-pole, ran down Bon Centime a sixteenth 
out, caught the leader in the last 70 yards. Silas 
won by a head, with Reelon five lengths in front 
of Bon Centime. Mrs. Ed Haughton’s Casca- 
pedia (110's) was fourth, three lengths farther 
back.

BETTING TOTALS FOR 1936 

ECRETARY George Foster, of the Illinois 

Racing Commission, on December 9 released 
betting totals of the six Chicago tracks in 1936, 
showing a drop in daily average wagering at 
each of them except Washington Park, which 
enjoyed a slight gain. Aurora, which opened the 
season with a 19-day meeting on May 1, had a 
daily average of $94,694, which represented a 
decrease of $3,193 daily from 1935. Hawthorne 
and Arlington Park, coming next, also had slight 
decreases, though neither suffered appreciably. 
Arlington Park ran into a 10-day stretch of 
excessive heat, which was probably the cause 
of its slight drop. Washington Park, running in 
August and early September, got the _ best 
weather, also had Labor Day to assist it, and 
had less competition, in the matter of horses, 
from Detroit and Kentucky tracks. So Washing- 
ton Park’s average pari-mutuel turnover climbed 
by about $13,000. 

In 1935 major Illinois tracks had agreed on a 
$5,000 minimum for money added to stakes, by 
way of improving the quality of racing there, found 
it profitable. In 1936 Lincoln Fields broke away 
from this, offered $2,500 events. These accord- 
ingly dropped cff in class. The meeting was 
marred by miserable weather, and Lincoln Fields 


suffered the heaviest reduction in betting, the 
daily average falling off by about $67,500. 
Sportsman’s Park, which offered no_ stakes 


events, had aroused more or less antagonism by 
vehement protests against the dates allotted it, 
fell off by about $22,000 in daily average. Over 
the entire season, the diop in daily average was

Since the downward trend at Chicago tracks 
was so general and so much out of keeping with 
the progress of the sport in other sections of 
the country, the suggestion that Chicago tracks 
race only five days a week in 1937 has found 
general favor among directors and executives of 
the tracks. Just now it appears quite likely that 
the plan will be adopted. 


COMMISSION UPHELD 


The Supreme Court of Illinois handed down two 
decisions December 11, affecting the powers of 
the Illinois Racing Commission. The court dis- 
missed the suit of Sportsman’s Park, which had 
charged the commission with discrimination in 
the assignment of dates, ruling that the commis- 
sion acted within its rights. The court also re- 
ferred the suit of J. D. Mikel, ruled off for run- 
ning a 3-year-old as a 2-year-old, back to the 
Appellate Court, held itself without jurisdiction.
